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Montrealers 
heed Chavez, 
grape strike

About 300 pickcb marched Sa- 
turday morning outside (lie Do- 
minion supennarket on Sher- 
brooke east, urging customers 
not to buy California grapes. 

The march was led by Cesar 
Chavez, who has led a strike 
and consumer boycott to support 
demands of grape workers for 
union recognition. 

The union hopes to pressure 
food stores Into not supplying 
California grapes. 

The demonstration took on a 
carnival atmosphere, as stu- 
dents marched side by side with 
workers and mothers pushing 
babies in strollers. 

Twice, the marchers gathered 
to watch a skit in which "wor- 
kers" were pitted against "bos- 
ses." When the Quebec boss ask- 
ed his workers to help "Lyndon 
B. Grapegrower," whose work- 
ers were on strike, the workers 
replied by shouting "solidarité." 
The crowd took the cue, and join- 
ed in the chant, while the "work- 
ers." beat the "bosses" to 
the ground. 

Marchers baneH on store win- 
dows to draw shoppers' attention 
to placards reading "It's main- 
ly because of the grapes?" and 
"Don't Buy Scab Grapes. " The 
customers smiled, and conti- 
nued their shopping. 

A stylized Mexican Eagle, 
symbol of the strike, was pre- 
sent on buttons, flags, and clo- 
Uiing. 

Mr. Chavez appeared to be ge- 
nuinely surprised by (he warmth 
of his reception in Montreal, and 
apologized for the short dura- 
tion of his visit here. He told 
marchers tiiat he considered 
Montreal the third most impor- 
tant area in which the struggle 
would be won, behind L.os Angeles 
and the U.S. Defense Department. 

Support of the boycott, he as- 
serted, has increased from 13'c 
last year to 30% this year, and 
growers have been forced to sell 
rotting grapes for wine at a con- 
siderable loss. 

After hearing Mr. Chavez, the 
marchers adjourned to a nearby 
church where they discussed 
plans for the next two months.

Aftica conference disrupted

Friday's meeting of the Plenary 
session of the African Studies 
, Program turned into a scuffle 
during which a university lecturer 
was slapped. 

A group of about 10 people who 
call themselves the Black Caucus 

attempted to intervene on Thurs- 
day, and nearly disrupted the Fri- 
day conference. 

Michael EHggs of the Universi- 
ty of Wisconsin was apparently 
picking up some notes from the 

conference table when a mem- 
ber of the Black Caucus jostled 
him. Briggs then threw a crum- 
pled piece of paper at the black 
student. 

Although he was not hit, the 
student decided to take this as 
an insult and slapped Briggs. 
Before much of a Bght could 
break out. however, the comba- 
tants were separated. 

At this stage, a French-speak- 
ing African student rushed out 
and fetched the Ambassador of 
Senegal, who tried to intervene, 
but was ignored by Black Caucus 
members who later went on to 
disrupt other panels. 

From remarks made by the 

Aniba."i.sador ,ind several African 
students who were present, it 



was clear that the Black Caucus,' 
consisting of Afro-Americans, did 
not actually represent "the 
African peoples," as it claimed 

to do. 

Members of the Caucus were 
sensitive on tills issue and tended 
to become emotional when asked 
to define the term "African" as 
used by them. Some who were 
asked if they had ever been to 
Africa refused to answer and 
tried to change the subject. 

The morning panels started 
off peacefully enough and conUnu- 
cd until 10 am when groups of 
Black Caucus members, rumour- 
ed to be 36 in all, walked into the 
room and informed participants 
that all meetings were adjourned, 
and (hat the only way for the Afri- 
can Studies Association to salvage 
the conference was to accede to 
Caucus demands. 

DistribuUng mimeographed 
shee(s of (hese demands, they 
urged audiences to pressure the 
Association's Board of Trustees 
into agreeing (0 (hem. 

Their main demands were (ha( 
Africans be given equal repre- 
sentation on the [}oard of Trustees 

and Duit rules governing the 
membership be changed so as to 



allow African scholars (o(al par- 
ticipation in the Association. 

The Caucus also asked "that 
the ASA give financial support 
to the African students of Sir 
George Williams University who 
arc now political prisoners of a 
colonialist government." 

Various methods were used by 
panelists to overcome the effects 
of this disruption. In the Mar- 
quette room, an attempt was made 
to carry on the discussion on 
South Africa, but was drowned 
out by chants of "Liberation of 
black people" and "ITie Libera- 
tion, oh yes!" The chairman, J. 
Mbata of Cornell University, was 
forced to declare (he panel ofn- 
cially closed. 

In spite of this, the audience 
drew closer to (he paneUs(s, who 
conUnucd reading (heir papers. 

Caucus members, asserting 
.their point had been made, left 
the room. 

Some panel discussions were 
carried on behind locked doors 
and one escaped disruption be- 
cause of a placard on (he door 
reading. "Pan-African Room", 
which seemed to confuse Caucus 
members. A few meetings were 
ajoumed to private rcwms where 
they continued without disturbance

Loyola Commission Established

The establishment of a Commission on University Government was 

announced at a meeting Friday of the Loyob College .Senate. 

Acting Academic Vice-President Father Jack O'Brien, in making 
the announcement, said the move wis proof that the Board of Trustees 
arc interested in a creative approach on campus. 

It was due to Uie impetus of Ute Board of Trustees that the Com- 
mission was formed. 

Accusations of foul play during 
the referendum itself have been 
voiced by several students. 

They cbim Uiat some students 
voted twice, tliat ID cards wore 
not always punched at the time 
of voting, and Uiat returning of- 
ficers wore strike buttons and 
distributed strike literature at 
thepoUs. 

Marcel Nouvel, preddent of the 
Loyob Students Association, de- 
nied the charges. 

"The allegations wre made by 
people opposed to us," he stated. 
"Two of the three allc^Uons 
have been withdrawn. 

"Hie one remaining accusa- 
tion is that several of the return- 
ing officers wore strike buttons. 

"If Uiis happened, it was most 
unfortunate," commented the 
President of Uie LSA. 

As a result of the accusations, 
the results of the referendum will 
not be binding until a complete 
investigation has been completed. 

Despite this setback, Nouvet is 
confident that he will have the 
support of his soon4o-be-electcd 
Board of Directors, the equiva- 
lent of our Students' Council. 
(Continued on page 6) 
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All sectors of the college com- 
munity will be represented on the 
Commission. 

Student reaction to Uie forma- 
tion of the Commission was less 
UiatenUiusiasUc. 

One student leader comment- 
ed, "It's a great tactical move. 
I guess we'll have to go along 
with it. I only hope it's not a de- 
laying tactic." 

The move was seen by Uie stu- 
dents as an apparent response of 
Uie Board of Trustees, the high- 
est governing body on the Loyola 
campus, to Uic strike referendum 
held last Tuesday. 

At that time a majority of the 
students voted to hold a stiike to 
back demands for greater stu- 
dent representation on Uie Senate, 
and for arbitration in the case of 
Srinvasa SanUianum, associate 
professor of physics. 

According to informed sources, 
reconsideration of Professor San- 
thanum's case is imminent. 

Although the Loyola senate bo- 
dy did not make an official state- 
ment on the referendum, Vice- 
President O'Brien noted that Uie 
83 per cent voting turnout was a 
remarkable achievement, and 
perhaps unique for North Amer- 
ica.

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Chavez introduces 
la huelga at McGill 

Cesar Chavez, leader of California's striking grape wor- 
kers, came to McGill Friday to rally support for his consumer 
boycott of California grapes. 

The strike, "la huelga" in Spanish, has continuied for. four 
years. ' ■ ; 



Grapes, have 'continued to 
appear in food stores, but the 
workers argue that they are 
picked by strikebreakers. 

The grape-growers deny 
this, chiming that ' the ma-- 
Jority of the grape workers 
do not support the strike. 

Mr. .Chavez spoke of the 
implications of the strike for 
all persons seeking justice. 
The struggle, he said, was for 
"economic and social justice 
^foCjthe^blackiand brown (Mex- 
^irari>A]nneHcanr^pebple who 
toil in the fields of Califor- 
nia." 

Mr. Chavez also describ- 
ed his movement as "the bat- 
tle of the century to give jus- 
tice to farm workers." 

These workers, he assert- 
ed, are not protected by U.S. 
labor regubtions, and most 
receive wages wdl below the 
poverty, level.-. Foiir our of five 
houses of ïam . workers are 
substandard, he added. 

Chan|St^^^^ttack, he 
' claimed^that Montreal buys 
the^thirdJargest amount of 
table grapes of any dty in 
North America, and asserted 
that this dty is .a key to the 
outcome of the strike. 

"If Montreal were to stop 
eating grapes tomorrow, we 
would- have our contract the 
day after tomorrow;" he said. 

Mr. - Chavez included by 
comparing his struggle to all 
struggles for liberation and 
humandlgnity. 

He asked students to listen 
to him as a human being. 



rather than as a Mexican-' 
American or a farm worker, 
and proclaimed, "We are 
all equal regardless of ra- 
ce and color." 

The speech, sponsored by 
the McGill Debating Union and 
the McGill Students' Sodety, 
drew about SOO persons. ^ 

Most came to support the 
boycott, but some were un- 
dedded. At least one came in 
spite of his opinions against 
the strike and boycott. 

In recent months, the gra- 
pe boycott has been a bitter- 
ly divisive issue in the Uni- 
tedStates. ; ,v 

Many politicians; ' Including 
California Governor Ronald 
Reagan, have come out 
against the strike. 

. Mr.. Chavez -charged at a 
press conference Friday that 
- Governor.:; Reagan "has not 
demonstrated the typé of lead- 
ership which is necessary to 
end the situation." 

Mr. Chavez also had some 
unkind words for the U.S. De- 
fense . Department which, he 
alleged, has increased pur- 
chases of grapes by 800 per 
cent since January. 

He claimed that the Defen- 
se Department has explained 
to him that U.S. servicemen 
have suddéily developed a era- ' 
ving for grapes. 

He also appeared bitter 
about lj.S. labor restrictions 
which prohibit secondary boy-' 
cott. This, he said, forces 
railroad workùs to move- 
grapes prodiiced by "scab" 
labor. . ■

McGill's Board of Governors 
will be asked today to come to the 
aid of a students' community ser- 
vice project. 

The McGill Community Pro- 
granune, headed by Ruth Rap- 
kowsky, was initiated this year to ' 
provide volunteers for community 
services throughout Montreal. 

For the past four years it had 
been in eidstence in a limited 
form as the McGiU Mental Health 
Volunteer Association (MMHVA), 
which was active, in six Montreal 
hospitals. At the heightj^ofji^Uiis^ 
programme, 150 volunteen'were" 
employed, but there Was a definite 
shortage of manpower. Council 
provided from |1,S00 to a maxi- 
mum of |2,S00 per year to cover 
expenses. 

This year it was decided that 
the scope of the activities had to 
be widened. It was felt by MM- 
HVA workers that community 
work was being neglected, and. 
that the emphasis should be 
changed to active student partici- 
pation beneflting the community 
atlàrge. 

An attempt was made to involve 
the acadeniic community at Mc- 
Gill, both staff and students, by 
persuading the departments al- 
ready involved, such as psychoid 
ogy, to incorporate some of the 
volunteer programmes as ac- 
credited courses. There have 
been no definite results on this 
scoreasyet. 



^ Involvement in the Montreal 
Childrens', Allan, and Douglas 
Hospitals has continued, with 
tutoriak, group recreation, and 
one-t&one programs. 

In Point St. Charles the Centre 
for Leamhtg and Development 
has,been;sponsoiing the Montreal 
Student Heàith Centre, whidi pro- 
vides clinics and advisory ser- 
vices to residents. Drs. Gold- 
schmid and Douglas of the Psy- 
chology Department have also, 
for the past 18 months, been con- 
ducting a project in Point St. 
Charles. The McGill Comniunity 
Programme intends to work in 
conjunction with these groups by 
providing volunteers. 

Last year the Jeanne Mance 
Clinic was established in the 
"Ghetto" to provide free compe- 
tent medical aid and advice to 
people who were having difficulty 
coping with drug and abortion 
problems. The staff consisted of 
volunteer doctors, dieticians, 
sociologists, psychoanalysts, and 
otbp«" experts. 

McGUi students who preferred 
not to use facilities of the McGill 
Health Service for various per- 
sonal reasons were also helped 
free of charge. 

. The Clinic, however, could only 
cope with emergency cases be- 
cause of the ever present problem 
of manpower shortage. Volunteers 
were needed to help cut off the

Other projects which the McGill 
Community Programme has plan- 
ned for this year arc a Social 
Therapeutic Cenbre in Verdun, a 
halfway house for ex-convicts, and 
tutorials and other aid to prison- 
ers in St. Vincent de Paul by 
graduate students. This last proj- 
ect was in effect last year, but 
has not yet been rdnitiated. 

All of these expanded services 
required a great increase in funds 
from the $2,500 per annum origi- 
nally provided by Council. 

Therefore, Sept. 4, when the 
McGill Community Programme 
requested that Council raise thdr 
grant to |6,000, with a;ininimum 
of 14,000, Internal Vice-Pr^âènt 
David Young decided that, since 
several programmes related to 
academic and other areas of the 
University, the Administration 
of McGill shquM be asked to 
provide a part of the funds. 

The budget was- tabled with a 
proposal "that this budget , be 
presented to the Uni^gsit^^to 
support in full on the'ba^l^t 
memben of the McGill Universi-. 
ty community are actively work- 
ing on this programme to benefit 
the (general) community and to 
supplement the. students' theoret- 
ical education with practical ex- 
perience in the community at 
brge." Interim financing to the 
extent of one-half the previous 
year's budget would be provided. 

Michael , Oliver, Vice-Principal 
(Academic) expressed interest in 
the Progianune, and after con- 
sultation with Ruth Rapkowsky, a 
new budget of ^.OCib was drawn 
up. The new budget, probably cut 
to 110,000 because of the Ad- 
ministration's questioning of 
certahi expenses, will be pre- 
sented to the Board of Governors 
today by Dr. Oliver. Ifis and Dr. 
Robertson's comments will be 
included. 

The McGill Community Pro- 
granune has the potential for 
promoting an atmosphere of co- 
' Opmtion between the University 
commimi^ivand the people of 
Moiîââlf biterpenetration is nec- 
essary if' McGill is to abandon 
its "ivory tower" image and be- 
come involved in society as a 
dynamic force. It is for this rea- 
son that the Board of Governors 
jmust^cèept the recommendations

7^ÔUm and bade the Progranime to 
the fullest «ctènt.

With the furor aroused by the MSEA charges and counter- 
charges, one basic point bas been overioolced: the fact that alternate 
models in the management and provision of (student) services exist 
and have been tried at McGill. A prime example is the ASUS Book- 
store. • . ' ' 

The bade philosophy of the b'ookstore Is not to provide jobs for 
students: ASUS does not regard student Jobs as being among its 
priorities. The BoolatoK has been set up in order to provide what 
is hoped will eventually be a'^cbbperative exchange group which will 
be able to provide McGill students and members of the general public 
with, what we consider to be, their right to satisfy all their material 
needs with the limited amount of money available to them. This right 
becomes increasingly'difBcult to realize when prices are rising as 
they are and when wages for certain strata of society are not rising 
correspondingly. 

The important aspect of the cooperative, for which we are at 
present only laying the groundwork, is that we will attempt to elim- 
inate the excess proBt which the middleman at present pockets and 
instead return this excess profit to the pocket of the consumer where 
it rightfully belonp. 

. Our means of achieving this cooperative which might be re- 
garded by some as a socialist pipe-dream, are consistent with the 
ideal of what a cooperative represents. At the present time we 
offer a minimum of a 10% discount on all the books that we sell. We 
are attempting to keep in stock the Und of books that the community 
wants to buy. We carry many periodicals which because of their 
orientation and JnabiUty to attract hrge sales are virtually banned 
on Mdntrallniew»^ we are hoping to provide the 

papertiack course reqnirànents for all second-half (B) courses of- 
fered at McGill and we have also started selling diverse items at 
large discounts. ^ ° 

Another aspect of the bookstore's operations which is completely 
at odds with corporate thinking is our management procedure, it is 
true that in order to get the loan required to set up a bookstore we 
were required to accept' a nunaging board consisting of 3 students 
and 1 administrator and one of the students^jrasiequired to accept 
the title and the official responsibUity of maaag^.of the bookstore. 
Nevertheless, de facto control of all the polidà of the. bookstore lies 
squarely on the collective shd^ders of the people who work in the 
bookstore. All decisions are initiated by whoever has a complaint or 
suggestion and are carried out with the approval of the manager by 
those who want to contribute to the welfare of the. store and its 
customers. 

The workers in the bookstore still have a lot to learn about bow 
to run a discount bookstore and eventually torn it into a large scale' 
consumer cooperative and it is ondbiAtediy tirae that our selection 
of books Is not all that It could he but it is fair to say that we are 
offering at the present time an infinitely more progreûive model of 
how commercial affairs can and should be run than' that offered by 
the corporate model as presented by MSEA.

I see Clearly the need for the 
entire student body, rather than 
any of the small groups in it, to 
have a say in the selection of the 
University's cliief ofHccr. An opi- 
nion poll would answer this need. 
However, the disadvantages of this 
procedure are overwhehning, 

FirsUy, the students may be fa- 
ced wiUi a number of McGiU per- 
sonalities they know and can jud- 
ge, and outsiders about whom 
they have only heard second-hand 
reports, and whose chief recom- 
.mendaUons are their "curricula 
vitae". Will the student body as 
a whole be In a position to fol- 
low up these clues (i.e. give as 
much time as a member of the 
special committee) in order to vo- 
te intelligenUy?. Common sense 
tells us Uiey will not have the ti- 
me^ or^the< means -of conducting 
such'an'^investigation. It follows 
that' no fair way exists of compa- 
ring McGill people with outsiders 
in'apoll.

I think your call for a poll on 
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Michael Oliver: An Interview

McGill Français 

Daily: What do you sm as the 
rote of the French language at Mc- 
Gill, and, then, as the role of Mc- 
Gill in Quebec? 

Oliver: I don't believe in establishing 
quotas for the number of French-speak- 
ing students which' we should have at 
McGill, but I do believe that with the 
present parallel that exists between En- 
glish and French-language universities, 
there is going to be a good deal more 
interchange between them. All the old 
difficulties of making transfers are going 
to go. So. I think McGill should have a 
larger French-speaking presence; I do 
believé, however, that it should remain 
a predominantly English-language univer- 
sity, rd like to see us take a relaxed and 
constructive attitude towards , the use 
of language. If there is a professor whom 
we can hire who is bat able to give his 
instruction in the French language, I 
think he should be free to do so. And I 
think the kids coming into the univenity 
from the secondary level and particular- 
ly from the. CEGEP system are going 
to have a. much better biUngual capacity - 
than students we have had in the past I 
■ know we're still going to have studaits 
from foreign universities, and students 
from other parts of Canada, but I think 
it will be possible and desirable to have 
more courses which are given in the 
French language, though I still think 
that the fundamental curriculum will 
continue to be given in English. We must 
not, however, duplicate courses, giving 
exactly the same course in Eïiglish as 
well as French. 

On the question of the relationship of 
McGill to this province: I think we should 
be maximizing our relationships to other 
universities in jhe province. We should 
be woridng out cooperative schemes with ' 
them to the greatest extent possible, 
rd like to see the government of Quebec 
look on McGill as a sdehtific'asset, as - 
an asset in terms of certain knowledge 
atis skills for the province, and Fd like to 
see • themjcall ^c gj^us much more often. 
. We shôûliî^îow^ûr willingness .to par- ■ 
tidpate in projects for the advancement 
of the province whère we have spedal 
stills and knowledge which can be of aid. 
I think that there's a lot to be done in 
thisdhrection." 

McGill in Quebec 

Daily: What do you perceivo as 
Quebec's attitude towards us now? 

Oliver: I think that it doesn't have the 
habit of calling on McGill, and calUng 
on McGill people. Jt does so sometimes, . 
but there is rante^of a tèndeàcy on'the: 
part of the government to think of the 
French-language universities. I think it 
will end if we make it absolutely clear 
that we are willing and anxious not to 
biqgin, but to continue, for we do raider 
s very important service for the province 
right now. Tm tUnUng of the agricultural 
program, and the dairy herd program at 
Macdonald college. I'm thinking of the 
McLennan travdUhg libnuy, which we've 
had for many years and whidi gives a 
library service to outlying rural areas. 
Fm thinking of the contributions which 
the people trained at McGill have made <^ 
and McGiO people themsdves as a con- 
tribution to ^dro^uebec. Our contribu- 
tions to the hospitals and to the whole 
health, services of the province have 
been significant. 

We should, of course, be vrilling to do 
more, and Fd like to see the government - . ■ 
get used to thinking of us as a place that 
it could turn to for this kind of assis- 
tance. I also think that we're going to be 
in à better position to do so, since ' 



more and more of our staff can com- 
municate in the French language, which 
is an important factor. At present I'm 
absolutely certain that we have an even 
greater contribution to make than we've 
made in the past, in terms of the 
larger conununlty of Quebec. We also 
have a Canadian role which we certain- 
ly don't waint to dimhiish in any way. 
And we have the interest which every 
large and. good university has in terms 
of the whole, worid-wide network of 
scientific, learning development. Let's 
think of a few of the concrete things in

research that are possible. I think the 
research done on Montreal is hot as 
good as it could be. In the sodal sci- 
ences r in particular, we can use this 
resource for teacMng, study, research, 
the complexitlà of cultural relaUon- 
ships and linguistic relations, and study 
how these tie in with economic and lin-' 
guistic groups within Montreal. This 
• would make a remark^le laboratory if 
we would make sufficient usé of it. 

The Principal 

■Dally: What are the main qual- 
ities that we should look for In the 
man who Is to be the new principal 
of McGill? 

Oliver:. You certahily need a person of 
outstanding personal integrity, one who 
has qualities which vrill enable him to 
represent a university like McGill in the 
general and academic public. He must 
command the kind of respect that McGill 
needs in scientific and academic circles. 
He should be a person who I think should 
be able to deal with a Qudiec public, hi a 
■ way wfaich is in the interest of that piiblic 
and of McGUl, of a Montreal public, and 
of a Canadian public. He must be a per- 
son who is in tune with the needs of the 
university itself internally, and of ail 
universitia, for we're being very 
similar . problems, not only, ^in- North 
Ameriaifbutibithe^w«»ld.'He's the; 
penbn^l?tlilnk^wiib^an%imnand the 
respect and support of the statf and of the 
students; a person who has his own 
ideas, views, values, because this is a 
post vriiich does demand a good deal of 
leadership. He must be open to the ideas 
of othen. I think that it is an impoôible 
Job. We've been extiemdy fortunate' in 
the last years, in the person who held 
that position, and I hope that we have 
equal luck in the future. 

Dally: What will be the priorities 
of problems facing the new prin- 
cipal? 

Oliver: It's hard to put them bi order. 
There are problems relathig to the in- 
ternal structure of the university - who 
participates in what and to what extent, 
what the rdation of Senate should be 
to the faculty, what kind of role the facul- ■ . 
ty, students, and administrators should 
pl^y in the various bodies. We're ia a 
period whoe we'll see continual diange 
in structures internal to the university. 



We must maintain excellence of courses 
and of research, and then balance the 
claims of the various univeisity ac- 
tivities in terms of our limited budget; 
that brings up the financial problems of 

. athe.ui^aaity.,Tbe new principal must 
be someone who is able to obtain for the 
university the maximum financial re- 
'sourccs to enable it lo do all the things 
it must. That means a person uriio is 
able to move sympathetically but 
strongly in terms of the relaUonship with 
the provincial governement, and in terms 
of the community which" that'university 
represents. He's got to give, I think, 
particular attention to the problem 
we were talking about before, the chang- 
ing role of McGill within the Montreal/ 

, Quebec community, never forgetting the 
one of Canada and of the world at lai^é. 

Selection Committee 

Dally: What is your view on the 
structure of the Selection Com- 
mittee for thé new principal? 

Oliver: Of the (orighial-ed.) commit- 
tee of ten, there will be four representa- 
tives who are elected by bodies who are 
either exclusively faculty bodies, or in 
which the faculty is a clear majority, 
such as the MAUT, and' then there'll be 
two students - that gives you six out of 
ten who come from the student - faculty 
section of the university. Three come 
from the Board of Governors, and there 
might be one from the alumni. I think 
, that it is a reasonable structure. • 

' " Board of Goverifiors ' 

Daily: What is your view of the 
prosent powers held by the Board 
of Governors,, and of the various 
optiont which, seem to be open for 
Its replacement or reform? - 

Oliver: I think that the position of the 
Board of Governors and lb relation to the 
. governing structures of McGill h in need 
of diange and of redefinition. It*is a 
body with legal powers which it hasn't 
in fact exercised. It really can't go into 
the academic qualifications of persons 
whom it is legally bound to employ. There 
are a number of other ways in which 
the Board has very broad legal powers, 
which in fact it cannot exercise. This 
mi^t be a workable situation in some 
countries, but I don't think It is a good 
situation to be perpetuated in the univer- 
sity. Fm personally in favour of change 
intheunivmity. 

I'm in favour of the unicameral recom- 
mendation. Tboug^ I still like to think 
that there b an important role that peo- 
pie outside the university can play in its 
affairs, we can see a very effective use 
of the unicameral system at Laval Uni- 
versity. I think that all across Canada 
there is a growing feding that the 
realities of our present sodety and 
those of a modem university point to- 
vrards a political redefinitioa of the 
Board of Governors. I think that eventual- 
ly were gohig to move to a unicameral 
^tem, a single governing body with ' 
a majority of faculty on it with some 
representation of students and outside 
bodies, having important committees 
attached to it througb wfaich we can ben- 
efit from the fund of support and good- 
will which exists in the outside com- 
munity. 

Here may have been a day some- 
time in North America when the business 
community was logically the only part of 
the outside worid who sat on the Board 
of Governors. But that day is past. Tfae 
Board itself realizes that it is not able to 
exercise the, legal statutoiy powers 
whidi it has at present This leaves in 
some séisé a vècuum hi the power 
•structure of the university. TWs must 
not continue too long. 



Student Revolt 

Daily: Several weeks ago an 
article by sociologist Robert Nisbet 
appeared, claiming that the student 
"revolts" had ended. Have you 
seen the article? 

Oliver: I lost that copy of the Star at 
a committee meeting, and I never have 
read it, but I believe that the theme was 
that the dynamics have gone out of the 
student movement at the present time. 
I think that there is in fact somethhig 
of a reacUon gohig on against the.mind- 
less elements which were part of the 
student revolt' of the last few years, a - 
reaction among students as well as 
among the rest of community, against 
the mismatching of means and ends, 
where you have used the most extreme 
measures to the advancement of a goal 
which was of comparatively inbiortim^< 
portance. I tend to thbik then thàruTâèT 
is still an extremdy powerful movement ' 
for change and for reform in the uni- 
versity worid, but I don't think that it's 
going to express itsdf with quite, in my 
opinion, the irrational extremes that 
were charaderistic of the last few years. 

I am pertiaps stupidly optimistic, but 
I think that people within the university 
admbiistration are going to fed a con- 
stant, more reasoned, more reasonable 
pressure from students towards the 
staff, and towards the university, for 
change.. I think that's something you 
can live with, but that's a healthy thing. 
But if we go back to sit-ins, strikes, and 
dteruptions where one small mhiority 
which feels so strongly and which takes 
actions which paralyze the rest of the 
majority, if we're going to live in that 
kind of an era, then I thhik we're in for 
trouble. I think that that sort of thing is ' 
going to be on the decUne, that student 
expression is gohig to be put forward 
. hi a more reasonable fashion. 

Secret Research 

Daily: Is there any research be- 
ing done at McGill which is not be- 
Ingpubiished? ...-^i > 

Oliver: Tliere is no research ^tiriiich 
is bdng^done under the ausf^ces of Mc- 
GiU, or by McGill people through McGill 
itself as an institution, that is secret. 
What an individual professor does on a 
contract basis in his free time simply 
cannot be sometUng that the university 
controls and keeps under surveillance. I 
think that the answer is dear that McGill 
does not have any secret research going 
on. If anyone can show me any stoiy of 
secret research, at McGill, done by Mc- 
Gill people, under McGill ausfrfces, FU 
be very interested to know all about it. 
I do not bdieve it exists. I know of no 
caseofit' 

Code of Discipline 

Daily: The recent trouble at the 
University, of Toronto im^nès 
unhwrsity dHflaiMes with codes of 
dsdpline. What Is your opinion on 
the type of code of disdpOne which 
McGill should institute? 

(Niver: I think that the idea of woridng 
towards a university - wide code of dis- 
dpUne is a very desirable one. There's 
no question in tag ndnd that the days . 
of the patenalistic relattondiip between . 
the stwient and the university are ma. 
We now have to take and abide by a set 
of rules which everyone understands, 
and whidi, of course, everyone in the 
university is required to observe. I hope 
we're moving in that directioa. I think 
that, the /pairtidpation of students in 
some of the necessary t&sdplinary - 
bodies is also a thing wbicfa we're moving 
toward.

Who Should Run the University? 

Daily: Should the university be 
controlled from within, by the 
academics? 

Oliver: I think that the notion of com- 
munity of scholars which has a very 
high def^ee of liberty and self-govern- 
ment is ian ideal towards which wc 
should always be stiiving. I would then 
be extremely disturbed if the university 
is not in fact controlled by itself, the 
making of the major decisions affect- 
ing its destiny. I know that they can't 
make them arbitrarily, without taUng - 
into account the government, 'without ' 
taking into account the needs and aspira- 
tions of the community, but I do not wish 
to live in a university which does not 
have a very tugh degree of autonomy, 
one which does not have the conditions 
of academic freedom, in the' full sotse 
of the word. 

Dally: By university community, 
you mean academics and students? 

Oliver: Yes, and the administration, 
so-called, a category I must include my- 
self in, though, of course, I still con- .
